Mr. Strong discussed the whole question of field interrogation, 
The many different teams and lack of coordination between them complicates, 


and at many times, confuses the intelligence picture, sometimes to the 
point of providing false confirmation of important items. A concrete 


proposal for coordinating all effort with respect to field interrogation 


has been made which will control substantive intelligence work of the. 


ECIC. This will greatly simplify the handling of requirements and permit 


their distribution to the most competent unit available. 
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
